The often stated goal of the SPC is "to sing and 
celebrate the vision of peace" through citizen diplomacy/ 
peaceful co-existence/ non-violent conflict resolution/ 
and nuclear disarmorment . 


The SPC was founded in 1983 by the a group of 
Seattlites who shared a common interest in choir and music 
and were also active in nuclear disarmorment and the various 
World Peace Movements. Most of the SPC membership have 
a keen interest in the USSR; as well as Central American 
non-intervention by the U.S. Recently/ SPC members have 
hosted several Soviet physicians and musicians who visited 
Washington State. Also/ many SPC members have traveled 
extensively through Eastern Europe; USSR/ and Central America/ 
including Nicaragua. 


In 1985/ the SPC visited the USSR for some type 
of choir cultural exchange and is now scheduled to again 
visit the USSR April 28 through May 15/ 1988. They will 
visit such cities as Moscow; Leningrad/ Vladimar and Tashkent 
(the Seattle sister city). 
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I I has heard SPC members refer to some 

of their own membership as "being Communist"; however/ he 
has no specific information that any member of the SPC is 
actually involved in such things as technology transfer/ espionage/ 
or providing critical services or assistance to a hostile 
foreign power.

membership is engaged in activities directed by a foreign 
power or knowingly furnishing aid and support to a person 
in the conduct of those activities. 
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Based upon the above/ Seattle does not contemplate 
any further inquiries into this matter and will close the 
case . 
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
